Niagara’s health depart¬ 
ment is turning to social 
media to spread the word 
about rabies. 

It was previously reported 
that in February a raccoon 
from West Lincoln had tested 

such incident in the region in 
a quarter-century. 

Just beyond the Niagara 
border, though, officials are 
facing a bigger than normal 
fight against rabies. 


there are now 65 cases of 
rabies in both raccoons and 
skunks in the city. 

It says 46 raccoons and 19 
skunks have tested positive 

case was reported in early 
December. 

Hamilton public health 
says skunks are a com¬ 
mon rabies vector and were 
expected to be found in areas 
where raccoons tested posi¬ 
tive for the vims. 

It says five other rac¬ 
coons have tested positive 
for rabies — four in nearby 


Haldimand-Norfolk and the 
one in the Niagara region — 
bringing the total in the prov¬ 
ince to 70. 

Raccoon rabies hasn’t 

2005 and its re-emergence in 
early December only came to 
light after two dogs got into a 
fight with a sick raccoon in 
the back of an animal serv¬ 
ices van. 

That raccoon tested posi¬ 
tive for rabies and the dogs 
were held in quarantine after 
being inoculated against the 


"With raccoons, there’s 
been bad rabies in the past 
in Niagara,” said Niagara 
Region environmental health 
manager Peter Jekel. “With 
other ground animals, such 
as cats and dogs, we haven’t 
had anything bad in Niagara 

“May is Rabies Awareness 
Month, so around that time 
we will be ramping up our 
social media and setting up 

Kevin Strooband, exec¬ 
utive director of Lincoln 
County Humane Society, 


said it is only “just a matter 
of time” until rabies could 
spread throughout other 
Niagara communities. 

“There are a lot of sick rac¬ 
coons in Grimsby, but most 
of them have distemper, 
which is a viral infection,” 
Strooband said. 

Niagara Region Public 
Health advises anyone has 
been bitten by or come in 
contact with an animal sus¬ 
pected as a rabies carrier to 
call 1-888-505-6074.
